Results: The home team must 
telephone the result of the game to 
the V.S.P. office (94 4112, 94 4304) 
between 4.00 p.m. and 5.15 p.m. 

Grounds: Home teams shall ad¬ 
vise their opponents of the location 
of their ground. 

Ground marking: is the respon¬ 
sibility of the home club and must 
not be left to the local council. (A 
supply of sawdust for markings 
must be available). 

Corner Flags: must conform with 
rule 1 (2). 

Linesmen’s Flags: must be pro¬ 
vided by the home club. 

Ball: The ball must be provided 
by che home team. 

Team Sheets: Each club must 
hand two completed team sheets to 
the referee before the game; the 
referee will hand one copy to the 
opposing team and forward the 
other to the V.S.P. Secretary. 

Number of players: A team shall 
consist of not less than seven play- 
Grs.

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THE YEAR AHEAD 
HAS BIG POSSIBILITIES

The first thing that any new 
management must consider when 
it takes over an ailing business is 
the survival of the business and its 
restoration to health. 

This is STAGE ONE. It requires 
swift and vigorous action. Obstruc¬ 
tions, personal or ‘‘politicar*, must 
be ruthlessly swept aside. 

At the same time, planning must 
be done and the groundwork must 
be laid for STAGE TWO *— the 
long-range development and prom¬ 
otion of the business. 

No-one will deny that soccer in 
Victoria was an ailing business last 
year. But a new factor has entered 
the picture that literally and figur¬ 
atively puts the ball at the feet of 
soccer’s management — the flood¬ 
lighting of Olympic Park. This is 
a long-term dream come true, and 
it offers tremendous possibilities. 

STAGE ONE concerns money — 
the immediate attraction of ade¬ 
quate revenues to sustain both the 
Federation and the individual clubs. 
This can only be obtained at the 
gate, so the solution involves the 
attraction of many more spectators. 

This is where the lights of Olym¬ 
pic Park come in. They must be 
used to the fullest extent through¬ 
out the soccer year. 

If this means the revival of a 
16-team International League Cup 
competition on midweek nights, by 
all means let us have it. If it 
offers the revival of Interstate Car¬ 
nivals, let us have them too. 

STAGE ONE also includes con¬ 
sideration of the ways and means 
of attracting the biggest migrant 
community to soccer •— the British 
community. Success in this endeav¬ 
our would not only help the two 
“British” clubs in the State League. 
When they are playing “away”, 
their supportei^s would swell the 


gates of the Continental clubs too. 

If the two “British” clubs must 
change their names to Glasgow or 
Blackpool or Manchester United or 
some other name that will attract 
the sentimental support of British 
migrants and accomplish the de¬ 
sired results, it simply must be 
done. 

That is STAGE ONE — the bus¬ 
iness of quickly winning wider 
spectator interest and pulling in 
cash, even without generous sup¬ 
port from the daily press. In my 
opinion, these methods would be 
more practical and successful than 
the proposed National League — a 
proposition loaded with risky im¬ 
ponderables for the clubs which 
participate in it, and probable fin¬ 
ancial oblivion for those who are 
left out. 

STAGE TWO, the long-range de¬ 
velopment and promotion of soccer 
is the business of wdnnig the big¬ 
gest market of all — the Austra¬ 
lian community. 

This involves the development of 
Australian-born juniors — scout¬ 
ing the natural players, giving 
them intensive coaching, and pro¬ 
viding them with a bridge to cross 
into big-league soccer. 

If Australians can be world- 
beaters in tennis, golf, swimming, 
athletics, cycling, surfing, motor 
racing, or any other sport you care 
to name, they can be world-beaters 
in soccer if given the proper op¬ 
portunity and incentive. 

But these matters require a spec¬ 
ial Promotional Committee, made 
up of men with suitable qualifica¬ 
tions for the job of setting out 
guide-lines and preparing the nec¬ 
essary blue-prints for the success¬ 
ful marketing of soccer. 

The ball is at our feet. It can 
all be done. All right — let’s do it!

1965 Glamor Team 


Croatia earned the title of ‘^Gla- 
mor Team” of the State League 
competition last season despite the 
presence of well-established teams 
— South Melbourne Hellas (two 
consecutive championship wins'), 
George Cross (Australia Cup win¬ 
ners 1964 and semi-finalists last 
year) and powerful team Juventus. 

Croatia gained the title for their 
good constructive play throughout 
the team, their aggressive goal¬ 
scoring forward-line play and due 
to the excellent team discipline that 
enabled the players to avoid any 
“trouble” and to get on with their 
ball-playing style of game. 

Two men . . . club Honorary Pre¬ 
sident, Mr. Enver Begovic, and 
playing-coach Duncan MacKay, 
were mainly responsible for the 
tremendous uplift in Croatia’s sta¬ 
tus and play on the field. 

Mr. Begovic, a prominent busin¬ 
essman, realising that new players 
were required to boost the team, 
organised an open cheque-book 
approach that led to Secretary 
Frank Burin travelling the world 
to find talented players. 

In all, Croatia spent approximate¬ 
ly £5,000 in a two-month spending 
spree that started to pay dividends 
within a matter of a few weeks. 

Biggest overseas capture 'was the 
services of playing-coach Duncan 
MacKay, an ex-Celtic and Scottish 
international. .Although an estab¬ 
lished full-back, he played in the 
right-half position. 

MacKay’s first game in Australia 
was against Triestina at Olympic 
Park, but despite his obvious class 
play, Croatia were beaten 5-4. It 


was their seventh game of the sea¬ 
son, they only had three league 
points and lay second bottom of 
the ladder. 

Fifteen games later Croatia had 
gained 22 more league points, fin¬ 
ishing with a total of 25 points to be 
in a comfortable sixth ladder posi¬ 
tion only three points short of the 
coveted top four. 

Another top signing was that of 
Hammy McMeechan (ex-Slavia), 
Croatia created an all-time record 
transfer fee in Victoria when pay¬ 
ing £1,200 plus for the services of 
their inside-right. Again it was a 
brilliant move, McMeechan proved 
his ability not only in the Croatia 
side but by travelling to Cambodia 
with the Australian team later in 
the year. 

Other outstanding players inclu¬ 
ded new signings Keenan, Currie, 
McLachlan, McIntyre and Adlam, 
also regular players Vojtek, Bot, 
Rail and Becsi banded together to 
form a great team. 

Despite the large scale spending 
to gain players, it’s the organisa¬ 
tion of the club committee and sup¬ 
porters that puts the final stamp 
of top-class on a team. 

A cheque book alone will ?iot 
make a “glamor team” without the 
hard work of training, coaching, 
social, administration and the 
thousand and one things that has 
to be done around a soccer club, 
in this respect, Croatia’s committee 
has proved that soccer can be im¬ 
proved, will go on improving, but 
only at the result of untiring work, 
planning ahead and having the 
courage to do better than ever be¬ 
fore.

As in all major sports through¬ 
out the globe, we have in soccer 
a world body responsible for the 
promotion and advancement of the 
game of Association Football and 
to ensure uniformity of regulations 
governing the game which is play¬ 
ed so extensively throughout the 
world. The world controlling auth¬ 
ority for Association football is the 
Federation Internationale de Foot¬ 
ball Association, commonly refer¬ 
red to as F.I.F.A. 

This body has many important 
objects apart from the promotion 
of the game, some of which are 
^ “to foster friendly relations 
among the players and officials of 
National Associations” . . . ‘‘to pre¬ 
vent racial, religious or political 
discrimination or descrimination 
among players and officials regard¬ 
less of status” . . . “to provide, by 
Regulations and By-Laws or other¬ 
wise, a method of deciding and set¬ 
tling all defferences that may arise 
between National Associations.” 

F.I.F.A. then, is a world body 
controlling National Associations 
of the many countries which form 
its members and can be likened to 
some degree on the international 
scene to the United Nations. 

At the present stage, 133 count¬ 
ries through their National Associ¬ 
ations are members of F.I.F,A., 
which readily indicates the exten¬ 
sive world-wide recognition which 
the game of Association Football 
has achieved and which no other 
code of football could possibly 
achieve in a similar space of time. 

F.I.P.A. was founded on the 21st 
May, 1904, by the following Assoc¬ 
iations: Belgium, Denmark, France, 
Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, Neth¬ 
erlands. and has grown in that 
time from the seven foundation 
members to the large organisation 
which we know of today. Never 
before has such a widespread net¬ 
work of Associations of one kind 
or another, been concerned with 
the administration, development 
and participation in football, cat¬ 
ering for playei's of all grades and 
all ages, amateurs as well as pro¬ 
fessional. 

The responsibilities of F.I.P.A. 
are naturally many, amongst which 
their most important tasks are:— 

1. To organise the four-yearly 
World Cup competition for mem¬ 


ber associations. 

2. To organise the four-yearly 
tournament for National amateur 
teams which takes place within the 
Olympic Games. 

3. To ratify the Regulations of 
competitions and tournaments for 
National or club teams from more 
than two National Associations. 

4. To ocntrol International foot¬ 
ball fixtures and competitions gen¬ 
erally. 

5. To promote and develop the 
code through the various Contin¬ 
ental Confederations and to pro¬ 
vide technical assistance where re¬ 
quired. 

In adition to thde various Nat¬ 
ional Associations which are in 
membership with F.I.F.A., there at 
present, exists six Continental Con¬ 
federations and at the July 1966 
F.I.F.A. Congress it is expected 
that the Oceania Football Confed¬ 
eration, of which the Australian 
Soccer Federation was the prime- 
mover, will be granted recognition 
as a Continental Confederation. 

The other Continental Confeder¬ 
ations are Africa, Asia, Europe, 
North and Central America and 
Caribee, South America and the 
U.S.S.R. The acceptance of the 
Oceania Football Confederation by 
F.I.F.A. will automatically ensure 
encreased representation at F.I.F.A. 
Executive level for the countries 
forming the new Confederation. 

Naturally, the main competition 
organised by F.I.F.A. is the com¬ 
petition for the Jules Rimet Cup, 
which was first planned in 1928 
and when P.I.F.A. met in Barcel¬ 
ona in 1929, Uruguay was elected 
as the first host nation for the 
World Cup competition. 

To date, seven World Cups have 
been completed with the eighth 
World Cup Fnilas due to be play¬ 
ed in England in July 1966.

It is of interest to note that three 
of the qualifying nations in the 
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1966 World Cup, Italy, Uruguay 
and Brazil, have already won the 
trophy twice previously and in ac¬ 
cordance with the Rules of the 
Competition, any nation winning 
the trophy for a third time shall 
retain it permanently. 

The president of F.I.F.A., Sir 
Stanley Rous, and secretary. Dr. 
Helmut Keiser, <are both Well- 
known to the majority of Austra¬ 
lian soccer Executives and Sir 
Stanley Rous himself has always 
shown his keen interest in the de¬ 
velopment of the game in A.ustralia 
particularly regarding the increas¬ 
ing strength in junior ranks. 

The Australian Soccer Federation 
has, in recent years, achieved much 
recognition at F.I.F.A. Congresses 
and has become widely accepted 
by all member nations as an up- 
and-coming football country. 

The task of F.I.F.A. then is not 
necessarily an easy one in our 
modern world which presents the 
many problems it does today, but 
F.I.F.A. must be complimented on 
having maintained the high degree 
of unity and harmony which exists 
between its many members.

1966 WORLD CUP 

Sixteen nations have qualified to 
play in the eighth World Cup soc¬ 
cer championship finals to be play¬ 
ed in England this year. The semi¬ 
finals and final will be played in 
July. 

Australia entered a team into the 
competition but were eliminated by 
North Korea in Cambodia in Nov¬ 
ember last year. North Korea have 
been drawn in Group 4. 

Brazil, winner of the past two 
tournaments in 1958 and 1962, was 
given a tough draw — in Group 3 
with Hungary, Portugal and Bul¬ 
garia. 

The Portuguese, competing in the 
finals for the first time, are a team 
which can play world-beating soc¬ 
cer. 

Hungary won the Olympic title 
in Tokyo, and its World Cup squad 
could weld into a strong fighting 
force by July. 

Brazil is a firm favorite to score 
its third triumph, and so win out¬ 
right the golden Jules Rimet World 
Cup trophy. 

Its group matches will be played 
in Lancashire, at Liverpool and 
Manchester. 


England, rated second favorite — 
mainly on the strength of being 
host nation with ground advantage 
— will play Uruguay, cup winners 
in 1930 and 1950, France and Mexi¬ 
co. 

This group will be sited in Lon¬ 
don, with matches at Wembley and 
the White City. 

The Soviet Union and Italy ap¬ 
pear to dominate Group 4, in wffiich 
Chile and 500-1 outsider North 
Korea are the other competitors. 

This group will be decided in the 
North-east at Sanderland and Mid¬ 
dlesbrough. 

In Group 2, to be played in the 
Midlands at Birmingham and Shef¬ 
field, Argentina and Spain look to 
be the tw^o strong teams, with West 
Germany and Switzerland as their 
rivals. 

The top two teams in each group 
to be played on a points system, will 
go through to the quarter-finals, 
wffien the tournament becomes sud¬ 
den-death knock-out event. Group 
matches begin on July 11.

Pherson, his uncanny tackling anc 
ninety-minute play made him out¬ 
standing. Good play by Sacco, Ad¬ 
ams, Hodgson and Mayle lifted the 
side to many wins. Archie Campbell 
handicapped by an ankle injury, 
should regain top form in 1966. 

Hakoah 

Tall, centre-half John O’Niell x'e- 
peatedly turned in good games, 
ably supported by Murney and 
Stenhouse. In the forward line Jim 
O’Niell (no relation) top scored 
with seven league goals. Goalkeeper 
Walker was a steadying influence. 

J.U.S.T. 

Contender for ‘‘Utility-player-of- 
the-year” would be Kieth Van der 
Poel, switching from defence to 
forward line and back again. Van 
der Poel is an inspiration to juniors 
with senior plans. Stankovic is still 
the left-wing wizard.

MY THOUGHTS ON THE 
METROPOLITAN LEAGUE

1966 can be a big year for the 
Metropolitan Leagues only if all its 
members combine to exploit the 
vast area which it embraces. If 
this is done there is no end to the 
possibilities. 

One thing which disturbs me, is 
the number of relatively new sub¬ 
urbs which have sprung up, yet 
are still not represented in any of 
the leagues. 

I believe that it is those areas, 
rather than in the inner suburbs, 
where the future of soccer lies. 
Maybe over all it is the task of the 
Victorian Soccer Federation to de¬ 
velop them; however I feel that the 
Metropolitan league teams them¬ 
selves being aware of the problems 
confronting new clubs, could assist 
more. 

I have heard it said, that already 
there are too many clubs. This of 
course is nonsense. The saying, 
there is strength in numbers, cer¬ 
tainly applies in this instance. 

With distance between the new 
and the old suburbs increasing, 
there could be merit in forming 
District Leagues embracing the en¬ 
tire Metropolis, and a formula 
worked out to ensure the continu¬ 
ance of the promotion and relega¬ 
tion principle. 

It should also be born in mind 
that, in the newly developed dis¬ 
tricts, there is a lack of spectator 
sport, they are therefore untapped 
reservoirs of potential customers. 

One has only to visit the outly¬ 
ing areas to notice the large num¬ 
ber of children. 

Surely then these are ready¬ 
made areas for the code to increase 
at the same steady rate, as the 
population. These points I believe 
are worthy of serious consideration 
and the people to do it are the 
Metropolitan clubs themselves. 

There is something exciting about 
exploring the unknown, and the 
rewards are extremely gratifying. 
Plan today to protect tomorrow, 
is a slogan which could well be 
adopted. 

If this is done the future of 
soccer would be.^gsui’fed, and more 
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important, the status of Metropol¬ 
itan league clubs currently exist¬ 
ing would be greatly enhanced. 

Coatsvale, Clarinda, Jacan, Had- 
lield, Darling, and Darebin could 
well become household names in 
the world of soccer, if the fore¬ 
sight and experience of many 
people is harnessed. 

One final word. It is not my job 


to promote the Metropolitan league 
clubs, or any other for that part 
of the matter. It is however, my 
job to report worthw'hile stories 
through the Press and Television. 

I want them, you have them, so 
the rest is up to you. Good luck 
for season 1966 and may the future 
of all your leagues be bright and 
prosperous.

Soccer has been developing in 
country areas of Victoria for many 
years and in the early sixties theie 
were three organised groups: when 
the Metropolitan Leagues were re¬ 
formed, the clubs outside a given 
radius of Melbourne, were returned 
to their districts and with Prank 
j^Qlver — an ex-Hakoah and Aus¬ 
tralian representative player as 
chairman — J. Oliver, who had 
earlier organised the Ballarat, Gee¬ 
long and districts as secretary and 
J. Scripps, the pioneer of soccer in 
the Goulburn Murray area as treas¬ 
urer as a nucleus, the V.C.S.P. was 
formed in 1964 as an atfiliated 
Pederation to the V.S.P. 

The fourth Pederation, the N.E. 
Soccer Pederation, joined for the 
1965 season and all four are largely 
self supporting, only the central 
administration being a charge on 
the V.S.P., who also donated the 
“Country Cup’' and the prize 
money each year.

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The Past Year and The Future 


1965 was not a great soccer year; 
that Is not to say that playing 
standards were appreciably differ¬ 
ent from the two or three years 
before, but due to a number of 
causes, known and unknown, in¬ 
terest seemed to wane and atten¬ 
dances were lower than the pre¬ 
vious year, which had in turn been 
lower than those for 1963. 

This is not to paint a depressing 
picture. Interst in soccer and the 
attendances by which it must be 
measuered, rose rapidly in the fif¬ 
ties and the loss in attendance over 
the last two years has not been 
significant when measured against 
the rise of earlier years. Soccer 
still occupies a stronger place in 
Victorian sport in the 1960’s than 
it has ever done before. 

The major policy change of the 
1965 season was designed to enable 
the public to see more games; this 
tneant quite simply that the State 
League fixtures for each week were 
split into two groups. Three match¬ 
es were played on Saturday, 'with 
one at Olympic Park and the other 
three played on Sunday, again 
with one at Olympic Park. This 
three-three system may have made 
little difference to attendances at 
.some of the less popular games, 
but it did mean a concentration of 
interest on the Olympic Park game 
where the Federation endeavoured 
to strike a balance between sched¬ 
uling the best games of the week¬ 
end at this most central ground 
and still ensuring that the teams 
at the bottom of the State League 
table had their share of appear¬ 
ances there. 

Like most compromises it did not 
completely satisfy either the top 
teams or the bottom teams, but it 
was certainly an improvement on 
what had taken place before. Argu¬ 
ment still rages about various 
other possible splits between the 
number of games to be played on 
Saturday and Sunday, the one 
point accepted by everybody is 
that Olympic Park is the finest 
and the most centrally situated 
soccer ground in Victoria and the 
best use must be made of it. In 
1965, the very heavy use it received 
during the season caused worn and 
muddy patches to appear and the 
practice of holding a reserve game 


as a curtain-raiser before the main 
game was abandoned. 

The three-three system had to 
be varied slightly later in the sea¬ 
son, because of the different inter¬ 
pretations by local councils of the 
law concerning Sunday games, but 
the number of occasions on which 
we had to revert to four Saturday 
games and two Sunday games was 
small. 

For 1966, prospects are bright. 
The Victorian Soccer Federation 
has made a number of changes in 
its organisation, mainly intended 
to provide the soccer fan with more 
information and that information 
to be accurate and up-to-date. The 
Trustees of Olympic Park have giv¬ 
en us a very good start by the pro¬ 
vision of the $200,000 worth of im¬ 
provements at the ground there, in 
the floodlighting and the addition¬ 
al cover. The Ampol $2000 Compe¬ 
tition is being held at this ground, 
so much more suited to soccer than 
the venues of previous years, and 
it is clear that a brighter approach 
and improved facilities are bring¬ 
ing bigger attendances than ever 
before. The large number of appli¬ 
cations for membership of the Met¬ 
ropolitan League show a steady 
and healthy growth in interest in 
senior soccer and it enables the 
selection committee to accept only 
from those clubs which prove 
themselves to be completely suit¬ 
able. 

Our official pragramme. The Vic¬ 
torian Soccer Record will be avail¬ 
able at all major competition or 
State League games, radio pro¬ 
grammes will be sponsored and the 
greatest encouragement possible 
will be given to the Junior Feder¬ 
ation and the Country Federation. 

The Juniors and Country Feder¬ 
ations appear in this Year Book 
for the first time and we are par¬ 
ticularly happy to see them there, 
because they are as much a part 
of soccer in Victoria as any mem¬ 
ber club of the Federation. We are 
already seeing Australian-born jun¬ 
ior players representing State 
League Clubs, perhaps we will see 
a Country team battling through 
into the final round of the Dock- 
erty Cup. 

1966 is going to be a good year, 
come and enjoy it with us. 
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DOCKERTY CUP 


The Dockerty Cup is the senior 
soccer trophy in Australia and was 
presented by the late Harry J. 
Dockerty in 1907 for perpetual com¬ 
petition. This handsome and valu¬ 
able cup was presented to the win¬ 
ning team most years up to 1965 
by the donor, whose close connec¬ 
tion with soccer administration 
ended only with his death last year. 

In 1965, Country and Metropoli¬ 
tan teams came together when 
eight surviving country clubs join¬ 
ed the twenty-four winners of Met¬ 
ropolitan eliminators. Three Coun¬ 
try teams and thirteen Metropoli¬ 
tan teams played the third round 
and eight Metropolitan entered the 
fourth, the four who eventually 
joined the twelve State League 
Clubs being Makedonia, Coburg, 
Moreland and Park Rangers, of 
whom only Makedonia survived to 


enter the “Round Robin’" League 
round with Hakoah, Croatia, Lions, 
Melbourne, J.U.S.T., and Slavia; 
the 1965 League champions (S.M.- 
Hellas), second and third place¬ 
holders (George Cross and Juven- 
tus) all were eliminated in the 
fifth round knock-out. 

In the semi-finals, Croatia (2) 
defeated J.U.S.T. (1> after extra 
time, and the next week Slavia (4) 
beat Hakoah (3) after extra time 
on an extremely hot day. 

After a delay until the 23rd of 
November, due to the Australian 
Cup games, Slavia won the compe¬ 
tition by one goal to nil in a hard 
fought game, the Cup and finalists’ 
medals being presented by Mrs. 
Dockerty, who saw the tribute paid 
to her husband by the players and 
spectators in a two-minute silence 
before the match.

The J.U.S.T. Soccer Club was 
formed in 1950 and was immediately 
successful, winning a Third Divis¬ 
ion premiership that year, the Sec¬ 
ond Division premiership the next 
year and the First Division (later 
State League) in 1957 and 1963, 
J.U.S.T. also won the Dockerty Cup 
in 1951 and 1963, the Night Soccer 
competitions in 1955, 1956, 1957, 

and 1960, and the Australia-wide 
Night Soccer competition in 1960. 

The club moved from the Show- 
grounds at Flemington to their 
present ground at Schintler Res¬ 
erve on the New Footscray Road, 
five years ago (the old *‘West Mel¬ 
bourne Swamp) and are continuing 
to improve the playing area, public 
area and facilities; to achieve this, 
a great deal of money is required 
and the club intend to get this by 
attracting support by providing 
good soccer. 

J.U.S.T. have five junior teams 
and scored an astounding success 
in 1964 when all five won the prem¬ 
iership of their section, and won 
two premier ships again in 1965.

POLONIA SOCCER CLUB 

1950—1966 

On 8. 8.1950, Mr. W. Wyszogrod- 
zki, (Sec. Polish Association of Vic¬ 
toria, 1950) appealed to the sports 
minded Poles of the community to 
support him in the task of fostering 
various sporting bodies, including 
a Soccer Team. 

A week later, a meeting was held 
at 95 Brighton Rd., St. Kilda, of 
all persons interested in the forma¬ 
tion of a Soccer Club (Polish spon¬ 
sored) and on the 20/'8/1950, train¬ 
ing began at Yarra Bank. 

It was after the second training 
session that a committee was form¬ 
ed, consisting of Pres. J. Kowalik; 
Sec. W. Kwiatkowski; Treas. J. 
Skronski; Trainer B. Mlewski (ser¬ 
ving on Polonia 1966 committee), 
Team manager, K. Zielinski (Life 
member). 

At a meeting with the V.A.S.F.A 
on 19/9 1950, the secretary applied 
for ofiftcial permission to take part 


in the coming years’ home and 
away games. 

On 20/9.1950, Polonia played 
J.U.S.T. at Yarra Park. Auspicious¬ 
ly, Polonia won 4-3. Two thousand 
spectators attended this friendly 
match. The team, Polonia’s first, 
included H. Bambit, H. Jakubowski, 
J. Mazured (Capt.), T. Bialek, B. 
Zablowcki, J. Garcarczyk, S. Gal- 
ecki, J. Choranowski, T. Koszanski 
(serving on Polonia 1966 committee) 
L Cebula, A. Dziura (Deceased). 

From this humble beginning, 
Polonia progressed by leaps and 
bounds. The above mentioned team 
entered V.A.S.F.A. competition in 
1951 winning the premierships of 
its division that year and the fol¬ 
lowing year, to enter the First 
Division in 1953. Since entering the 
First Division, Polonia has won 
every major trophy in Victorian 
soccer (with the exception of the 
Australian Cup). 

Polonia’s policy of an all-Polish 
Club is due to several reasons: 1. 
It was found that the interest of 
Polonia’s supporters declined when 
Polonia admitted large numbers of 
players of other nationalities. 2. 
Since they have the same origins, 
there is a minimum of unrest be¬ 
tween the players and committee, 
players and supporters, and among 
players themselves. 3. Polonia’s re¬ 
liable support comes from the large 
Polish community in Melbourne and 
the supporters appear to wish to 
keep the side predominantly Polish 
or of Polish origin. 

In the near future, Polonia hopes 
to field an all-Australian side, pre¬ 
ferably of Polish origin. To this 
end, Polonia have devoted a gi’eat 
deal of time and money in fostering 
and supporting Polish affiliated 
Junior clubs. The result is that to¬ 
day, out of a Senior training list 
for the Ampol Cup, of 16 players, 
nine of them are boys who have 
come up through the Junior ranks. 

However, it is still the policy of 
Polonia to import high calibre play¬ 
ers from Poland, as an added at¬ 
traction, but mainly in an effort 
to raise our standard of play and 
to teach our young players. 

Finally, we have great hopes of 
our predominantly young and rela¬ 
tively inexperienced side having a 
successful and fruitful year of soc¬ 
cer in 1966.

Juventus Soccer Club was formed 
in 1948 and has since had the dis¬ 
tinguished record in winning prem- 
ierships in 1952, 1953, 1954, 1955, 
and 1956 in the First Division, the 
State League in 1958, the Night 
Soccer competition in 1959 and the 
Dockerty Cup in 1960. The reserve 
team won the Harry .Armstrong 
(Reserve) Cup in 1952 and 1955. 

The most remarkable results 
among these were the premierships 
of 1952 and 1954 when not a game 
was lost throughout the season. 

The club shares a very fine 
ground, No. 1 Oval, Elsternwick 
Park, with Melbourne Hungaria

iors. 

The interest in juniors and the 
development of local talent is par¬ 
ticularly noticeable in the Juventus 
Club, and as part of a long-term 
plan, the club has made itself re¬ 
sponsible for the sponsorship of a 
number of school and church teams 
as well as established clubs, em¬ 
ploying three part-time junior 
coaches for special training of 
promising youngsters throughout 
the year. During the 1965 season 
alone, £1300 was invested in junior 
development and some early results 
for this were shown in Junior Fed¬ 
eration Premierships and high 
League table positions in sponsored 
clubs; more will show in the future 
as more young local players, train¬ 
ed wholly in Australia find their 
way into the senior competition. 

On the social side, the club has 
begun negotiations for the acquis¬ 
ition of a suitable club house, and 
the Ladies’ Committee which has 
been very active for some years has 
already raised a considerable sum 
for this purpose. Once the club 
house is established, it is hoped to 
obtain a liquor licence and to pro¬ 
vide full social facilities.

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WILHELMINA SOCCER CLUB 

In May 1953, a number of Dutch 
soccer players approached Mr. J. 
van Hoboken with the desire to 
form a Dutch Soccer Club, while 
most of these players at that time 
were playing for other clubs. 

Prominent names in Victorian 
soccer in those days were — Piet 
Schipperheyn, Tom Oliviers, Dre 
Remmers, etc. — then all playing 
First Division soccer. 

The Dutch Club “Wilhelmina” 
was then founded and as the season 
played half a round in the Fourth 
Division reserves. Despite the fact 
was well in progress, Wilhelmina 
that they played only half the 
number of games, they finished in 
second position behind “Shell”, 
who had started at the beginning 
of the season with their first team 
in the same division. 

In 1954, Wilhelmina played its 
first full round and successively be¬ 
came premiers of the Fourth, Third 
and Second Divisions in 1954, 1955 
and 1956, with the loss of only one 
game against the present “Rich¬ 
mond” then called “Maribyrnong” 
in the Fourth Division — a still 
existing record of 56 consecutive 
unbeaten games. 

Playing in the First Division in 
1957, it finished fifth and had the 
eminent centre-forward Yntema, 
not broken his leg against the Hun¬ 
garian team, it would have had a 
good chance for the Premiership. 

The following years Wilhelmina 
W’on all cups, such as the Laidlaw, 
Dockerty and Harry Armstrong Cup 
and was premiers of the First Div¬ 
ision in 1959. 

It built its own soccer ground in 
Ringwood in 1962, which is consid¬ 
ered to be one of the best grounds 
in Australia, with its own grand¬ 
stand and flood lights. 

Wilhelmina was for many years 
one of the most prominent clubs in 
Victoria due to the fact that play¬ 
ers could easily be obtained from 
Holland. However, after Australia 
rejoined F.I.F.A., the club found 
it difficult to obtain top-class play¬ 
ers as their financial situation is 
not strong. 

Wilhelmina is very prominent in 
the junior field and its junior teams 
in each age group are respected 
rivals. It is expected that at least 
five juniors will be included in the 
team for 1966. 


During the years, Mr. J. van Ho¬ 
boken has been president of this 
club. The present delegate for Wil¬ 
helmina on Council and State 
League is Mr. Jack Gorton, Mr. 
Bill Melai is secretary, and other 
delegates for the club are: Mr. Dre 
Remmers and Mr. Bert Treffers. 

The most prominent player for 
Wilhelmina and most probably one 
of the greatest players and person¬ 
alities ever to come to Australia, is 
former Dutch International Mike 
De Bruyckere, who, after a few 
years of absence, has returned to 
his old club as coach.

Alexander Soccer Club w^as form¬ 
ed only in 1958, being first affiliated 
to the Victorian Amateur Soccer 
Football Association in 1960, pro¬ 
moted to Second Division North in 
1961 and gaining the premiership 
the same year.

Alexander had a poor season that 
year with internal troubles, many 
injuries and financial problems, and 
both first and reserve teams finish¬ 
ed at the bottom of the League 
table ladder.

a well-disciplined team with the 
backing of an efficient administra¬ 
tion. 

Alexander is a club with many 
social activities including a dance 
at the Fitzroy Town Hall every 
third Saturday, and strong local 
connections in that area, and other 
parts of Melbourne give this club 
unusually strong support for a new¬ 
ly promoted club.

Slavia Soccer Club first started in 
1950 as a section of a Czechoslo¬ 
vakian National group and named 
after the Prague team of that name, 
became independent and affiliated 
with the Victorian Amateur Soccer 
Football Association the following 
year.

This club originated in 1960 from 
an amalgamation between the ex¬ 
isting First Division clubs, Hellenic 
and Yarra Park, who together 
formed Hellas Soccer Club. 

Hellas S.C. in turn before the 
1960 season began, amalgamated 
with South Melbourne United and 
the newly formed club established 
its headquarters at the South Mel¬ 
bourne United ground in Middle 
Park.

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GEORGE CROSS — TOP TEAM 


George Cross has grown from 
being a struggling side to be one 
of the most consistent winning 
teams in Victoria and throughout 
Australia. In earning this reputa¬ 
tion, they have w^on every major 
Cup prize and competition . . . 
except the State League Champion¬ 
ship. 

Founded in 1947 by several prom¬ 
inent personalities from the Mal¬ 
tese community, including Mr. C. 
W. Sandham (who was the first 
president), the late Mr. Danny Gatt 
(also a club president) and Mr. 
Charles Gatt, the club used a 
ground at Royal Park for their 
games and St. Mary’s Hall, Howard 
St., North Melbourne for meetings. 

Struggling in the Second Division 
they were relegated into the Third 
Division at the end of 1952 before 
the present club president, Mr. Lou 
DeBono was asked to join the club. 

Since then the club has never 
looked back. Mr. DeBono daringly 
switched from an all-Maltese team 
and introduced two English and a 
Scottish player into the side, to 
establish the highly successful pol¬ 
icy of a mixture of players that has 
carried George Cross to their pres¬ 
ent position of a top team. 

Many present-day supporters will 
remember early players like: John 
Calleja, Charlie Camilleri, Joe Gu- 
aci, Charles Gatt, Bill (Jock) Swan, 
“Tom” Trinder and Stan Stacey, 
with more recent players in Tony 
and Lolly Vella, Vince Msucat, Paul 
Zammit, Hugh McVean, Pat Mc¬ 
Kenna and evergreen Billy Cope¬ 
land (who joined and re-joined the 
club four times). 

The club’s highest honour came 
in 1964 when winning the All-Aus¬ 
tralian (National Club Champion¬ 
ship) Cup; last season they were 
eliminated in the semi-final by 
the eventual winners Hakoah (Syd¬ 
ney). 

It was not until 1958 that George 
Cross started to hit the headlines 
as a top side under playing-coach- 
captain Tony Vella they won the 
World Cup (Malta) followed in the 
next season with the Summer Cup, 
Dockerty Cup, State League Cup 
and finished second in the State 
League. 

In the last seven years the club 
has finished 2, 2, 2, 5, 3, 2, and 2 


in the State League, a record that 
is the envy of ^many clubs and 
bound to lead to their final goal 
of winning the championship in the 
near future. 

In recent years they have won 
the Dockerty Cup (twice) and the 
Summer Cup on three occasions. 

This season the club will make 
history again, when they play on 
their new home ground at Selwyn 
Park, Selwyn St., Sunshine. Leased 
for the next two winter seasons, the 
ground wdll become the permanent 
home of the club 12 months a 
year when the Sunshine Cricket 
Club are moved to another special¬ 
ly prepared ground. A social club 
will be formed. 

Another bold step forward has 
been the signing of a world-re¬ 
nowned coach, Mr. Bane Sekulic, a 
Yugoslav who has trained his Nat¬ 
ional side and other top European 
teams in Switzerland, Denmark and 
Italy. Here on a three-year option¬ 
al contract, the club are concentra¬ 
ting Mr. Sekulic’s knowledge and 
experience towards the junior play¬ 
ers as well as the seniors. 

Mr. L. DeBono has held the 
office of club president every year 
except one since 1952, has officiated 
with the V.S.F. for many years, 
including manager of a successful 
Victorian State team that lost only 
opce in two seasons.

Croatia Soccer Club w^as formed 
in 1953 and after two years in the 
provisional league, entered the 
Fourth Division; on moving to Gee¬ 
long in 1957, Croatia entered the 
Second Division North, returning 
to Melbourne to win the First Div¬ 
ision Premiership in 1962 they then 
amalgamated with Croat Soccer 
Club and moved into the State 
League, only to be relegated after 
one season. 

Promoted again at the end of 
1964, they are to be considered the 
most improved side in Victorian 
Soccer, starting the season by los¬ 


ing six of the first seven games, 
yet finishing sixth in the League 
Table, having won eleven out of 
twenty-two games. This remark¬ 
able achievement followed a “buy¬ 
ing spree” in wdiich several over¬ 
seas and local players were added 
to Croatia’s strength, and the re¬ 
formed team coached and lead by 
Duncan MacKay, with several other 
more recent additions will be that 
which enters the 1966 season with 
considerable confidence. 

A team of mixed nationality, with 
Scots predominating, Croatia have 
several junior players who have 
made first team appearances and 
the average age of the team is 
much lower than in most clubs.

Hakoah Soccer Club is a section 


of the larger organisation, Hakoah 
Sports Club, but it all began with 
the formation of the Hakoah Soc¬ 
cer Club back in 1927 when four en¬ 
thusiasts, Jack Shatin, Sam Yaffe, 
Nat Spicer, A. Roth and Jack Skol- 
nik formed the club for sporting 
and social activities to provide the 
friendly contacts so necessary for 
newcomers from other lands. 

The club affiliated with the Vic¬ 
torian Amateur Soccer Football 
Association, and won :many honours 
including First Division champion- 
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ships in 1934, 1935, 1938 and 1943, 
and holds the record for Dockerty 
Cup successes with six wins, in 1935, 
1945, 1953, 1954, 1955 and 1956. The 
reserve team won its League Cham¬ 
pionship in 1958, 1959 and 1960, and 
the Harry Armstrong (Reserve) Cup 
in 1956, 1958 and 1964. 

Outstanding players of past years 
have been Alby Mayer, Aku Roth, 
Frank Mclver, Alan Forrest, Tom 
Jack, Harry Sutherland, Issie Roes- 
sler, Joe Gottesman, Milia Vesovic, 
Ralph Piercy, David McIntosh, 
Harry Rice and Syd Thomas. 

The club’s first home ground was 
the Exhibition Oval, which no long¬ 
er exists, then it moved success¬ 
ively to Princes Park, the old Mot¬ 
ordrome (which is now the site of 
Olympic Park), St. Kevins Oval and 
finally in 1956, through the courtesy 
of the South Melbourne United 
Soccer Club, to Middle Park. 

The Middle Park ground was 
then surrounded by a disused cyc¬ 
ling track and had a rough playing 
surface, but by the united efforts of 
Hakoah’s Board of Trustees, South 
Melbourne Hellas Soccer Club and 


the Albert Park Committee of Man¬ 
agement, a remarkable transform¬ 
ation has been effected, giving one 
of the best soccer arenas in Aus¬ 
tralia with a splendid all-weather 
surface, first class facilities for 
players, referees, officials. Press and 
public, with a maximum capacity 
of 30,000 including stands seating 
over 5,000. Hakoah having addit¬ 
ionally their own club house for 
150. 

After 1955, when the Hakoah 
Sports Club was formed, many 
other sections including Hockey, 
Cricket, Athletics and Table Tennis 
were started, and Hakoah Junior 
Soccer Club field two teams in the 
South of the Yarra Federation and 
Hakoah-Ajax one in the under 23’s. 

Though no outstanding results 
have been recorded in the last few 
years, under the team manager 
Fred Hutchinson and coach Ollie 
Norris, for the first team and Harry 
Sutherland for the Reserves, the 
teams have been patiently -rebuilt 
and have moved higher in the State 
League table with every prospect 
of continuing to do so in 1966.

A word of advice to Clubs from the 
Referees’ Association of Victoria. 

1. Check height of corner flags. 
Remember, if any are less than 
5ft., they do not conform to the 
law and moreover are dangerous 
to your players. 

2. Ensure your ground is correct¬ 
ly and clearly marked. This is the 
home club’s responsibility and is 
essential for the correct conduct 
of the game. 

3. Goal posts should be painted 
white' and if nets are used, make 
sure they are in good condition 
and securely pegged to the ground. 

4. The match ball and clean 
linesman’s flags in distinctive col¬ 
ours should be handed to the ref¬ 
eree at least 10 minutes before the 


scheduled kick-off. Have at least 
one spare ball available for emer¬ 
gency. 

5. Clubs are reminded that under 
the Federation Rules if a game is 
postponed due to inclement weath¬ 
er, the Home Club must still pay 
the Referee. 

6. All referees are instructed to 
be at the grounds at least 30 min¬ 
utes before the kick-off, and this 
Association will welcome reports 
from clubs on conduct of its 
members. However, clubs are re¬ 
minded that under the Laws, ref¬ 
erees decisions on points of fact 
connected with the play are final, 
therefore please ensure any reports 
are constructive and forward them 
in writing to the Secretary. 

Note: Not withstanding the late 
arrival of an officially appointed 
referee, he is instructed to take 
over the game on arrival. 

7. This Association will provide 
lectures on the Laws of the game 
at any club's premises on applica¬ 
tion to our secretary. 

8. The Home club is responsible 
for the welfare of the referee and 
linesmen, before, during, and after 
the match, and on leaving the 
ground. 


LAWS OF THE GAME 

THE FOLLOWING ARE THE MOST IMPORTANT RULES 
CHOSEN AND APPROVED BY THE V.S.R.A. 


Extracts from the Laws of the 
Game and Referees Chart. 

Dimensions: 

Length Max. 130 yds. (120 metres) 

Min. 100 yds. (90 metres) 

Width Max. 100 yds. (90 metres) 

Min. 50 yds. (45 metres) 

The length shall in all cases 
exceed the width. 

The goal-line shall be marked 
the same as the depth of the goal¬ 
post and the cross-bar (5 inches/ 
12 cm.) so that the line and the 
posts will conform to the same in¬ 
terior and exterior edges. 

The Penalty Area : At each end 
of the field of play two lines shall 
be drawn at right-angles to the 
goal-line, 18 yards from each goal¬ 


post. These shall extend into the 
field of play for a distance of 18 
yards and shall be poined by a 
line drawn parallel with the goal¬ 
line. Each of the spaces enclosed 
by these lines and the goal-line 
shall be called a penalty-area. A 
suitable mark shall be made within 
each penalty area, 12 yards from 
the mid-point of the goal-line, 
measured along an undrawn line 
at right angles thereto. These shall 
be the penalty-kick marks. From 
each penalty -kick mark an arc 
of a circle, having a radius of 10 
yards, shall be drawn outside the 
penalty area. 

The Corner-Area. From each 
corner-flag post a quarter circle, 
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havinp; a radius of 1 yard, shall be 
drawn inside the field of play. 

The Goals. The goals shall be 
placed on the centre of each goal¬ 
line and shall consist of two up¬ 
right posts, equidistant from the 
corner-flags and 8 yards apart (in¬ 
side measurement), joined by a 
horizontal cross-bar the lower edge 
of which shall be 3 feet from 'che 
ground. The width and depth of 
the goal-posts and the width and 
depth of the cross-bars shall not 
exceed 5 inches. 

Nets may be attached to the 
posts, cross-bars and ground be¬ 
hind the goals. They should be 
appropriately supported and be so 
placed as to allow the goalkeeper 
ample room. 

The Ball. The circumference of 
the ball shall not be more than 28 
inches, nor less than 27 inches. The 
weight of the ball at the start of 
the game shall not be more than 
16 OZ3. nor less than 14 ozs., and 
it shall not be changed during the 
game unless authorised by the Ref¬ 
eree. 

PLAYERS’ EQUIPMENT 

A player shall not wear anything 
which is dangerous to another 
player. Boots must conform to the 
following standard: 

(a) Bars shall be made of leath- 
verse and flat, not less than half 
an inch in width and shall extend 
the total width of the boot and be 
rounded at the corners. 

(b) Studs shall be made of leath¬ 
er or rubber and shall be trans- 
er, rubber, aluminium, plastic or 
similar material and shall be solid 
and not less than hanf-an-inch in 
diameter. With the exception of 
that part of the stud forming the 
base, which shall not protude from 
the sole more than one-quarter of 
an inch, studs shall be round and 
plain. Where studs are tapered, the 
minimum diameter of any section 
of the stud must not be less than 
half an inch. Where metal seating 
for the screw-type is used, this 
seating must be embedded in the 
sole of the boot and any attach¬ 
ment screw shall be part of the 
stud. Other than the metal seating 
for the screw-type of stud, no 
metal plates oven though covered 
with leather or rubber shall be 
worn, neither studs which are 


threaded to allow them to be 
screwed on to a base screw that is 
fixed by nails or otherwise to the 
soles of boots, nor studs which, 
apart from the base, have any form 
of protruding edge rim, or relief 
marking, or ornamentfi should be 
allowed. 

(c) Combined bars and studs 
may be worn, provided the whole 
conforms to the general require¬ 
ments of this law. Neither bars nor 
studs on the soles or heels shall 
project more than three-quarters 
of an inch. If nails are used, they 
shall be driven in flush with the 
surface. 

(N.B.—The usual equipment of 
any player consists of a jersey or 
shirt, shorts, stockings and boots. 
A goalkeeper shall w^car colours 
which distinguish him from the 
other players.) 

Punishment. For any infringe¬ 
ment of this Law, the player at 
fault shall be sent off the field of 
play to adjust his equipment and 
ho shall not return without :arst 
reporting to the Referee, who shall 
satisfy himself that the player’s 
equipment is in order; the player 
shall only re-enter the game at a 
moment when the ball has ceased 
to be in play. 

OFF SIDE 

A player is off-side if he is near¬ 
er his opponents’ goal-line than 
the ball at the moment the ball 
is played unless:— 

(a) He is in his own half of the 
field of play. 

(b) There are two of his oppon¬ 
ents nearer to their own goal-line 
than he is. 

(c) The ball last touched an op¬ 
ponent or was last played by him. 

(d) He receives the ball direct 
from a goal-kick, a corner-kick, a 
throw-in, or when it was dropped 
by bhe Referee. 

Punishment: For an infringe¬ 
ment of this Law, an indirect free- 
kick shall be taken by a player 
of the opposing team from the 
place where the infringement oc¬ 
curred. 

A player in an off-side position 
shall not be penalised unless, in 
the opinion of the Referee, he is 
interfering with the play or with 
an opponent, or is seeking to gain 
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an advantage by being in an off¬ 
side position. 

FOULS AND MISCONDUCT 

A player who intentionally com¬ 
mits ” any of the following nine 
offences:— 

(a) Kicks or attempts to kick an 
opponent. 

(b) Trips an opponent, i.e., 
throwing or attempting to throw 
him by the use of the legs or by 
stooping in front of or behind 
him. 

(c) Jumps at an opponent. 

(d) Charges an opponent ;rrom 
behind unless the latter be obs¬ 
tructing. 

(f) Strikes or attempts to strike 
an opponent. 

(g) Holds an opponent with his 
hand or any part of his arm. 

(h) Pushes an opponent with 
his hand or any part of his arm. 

(i) Handles the ball, i.e., carries, 
strikes or propels the ball with his 
hand or arm. (This does not apply 
to the goalkeeper within his own 
penalty-area.) 

shall be penalised by the award 
of a direct free-kick to be vaken 
by the opposing side from the place 
where the offence occurred. 

Should a player of the defend¬ 
ing side intentionally commit one 
of the above nine offences within 
the penatly-area he shall be pen- 
..lised h/ a penalty-kick. 

A penalty-kick can be .awarded 
irrespective of the position of the 
ball, if in play, at the time an 
offence within the penalty-area is 
committed. 

A player committing any of the 
five following offences:— 

1. Playing in a manner consider¬ 
ed by the Referee to be dangerous, 
e.g., attempting to kick the ball 
while held by the goalkeeper. 

2. Charging fairly, i.e with the 
shoulder, when the ball is not with¬ 
in playing distance of the players 
concerned and they are definitely 
not trying to play it. 

3. When not playing the ball, in¬ 
tentionally obstructing an oppon¬ 
ent, i.e., running between the op¬ 
ponent and the ball, or interposing 
the body so as to form an obstacle 
to an opponent. 


4. Charging the goalkeeper except 
when he— 

(a) is holding the ball. 

(b) is obstructing an oppon- 
nent. 

(c) has passed outside his goal- 
area, 

5. When playing as goalkeeper, 
carrying the ball, i.e., taking :nore 
than four steps whik holding the 
ball without bouncing it on the 
ground.

A player shall be cautioned if:— 

(j) he enters the field to join or 
rejoin his team after the game 
has commenced without first hav¬ 
ing received a signal from the Ref¬ 
eree showing him that he is in or¬ 
der to do so. (This clause is not 
applicable in the case of Law 4.) 

If the game has been stopped 
(to administer the caution) it shall 
be restarted by the Referee drop¬ 
ping the ball at the place where 
the infringement occurred, but if 
the player has committed a more 
important offence he shall be pen¬ 
alised according to that section of 
the Law infringed. 

(k) he persistently infringes the 
Laws of the Game. 

(l) he shows by word or action, 
dissent from any decision given by 
che Referee. 

(r.i) he is guilty of ungentlemanly 
conduct.

A penalty-kick shall be taken

Punishment: 

(a) For any infringement by the 
defending team, the kick shall be 
retaken, if a goal has not resulted. 

(b) For any infringement by the 
attacking team, other than by the 
player taking the kick, the kick 
shall be retaken, if a goal has re¬ 
sulted. 

(c) For any infringement by the 
player taking the penalty-kick, a 
player of the opposing team shall 
take an indirect free-kick from 
the spot where the infringement 
occurred.
